What distunbs the World is because Roose- 
velt had a good: deal to say, while Washing- 
ton and Jackson and other great chiefs had 
little to. say. Any one: who has read history 
knows the reason for these ‘things. In the 
eighteenth and early part of the nineteenth 
‘century there was no great--need for navy; 
sailing vessels were in use then, and the. pre- 
sident of the elder day knew that a stout- 
‘armed sailing ship fitted with. cannon be- 
came a frigate or.corvette—a fighting vessel. 
There was -no necessity of maintaining a 
-powerful navy, although we had.a very good 
one which did itself proud in the days of. Mad- 
ison and inithe forties sent an: Armada to Vera 
‘Cruz, Mexico. 

When. Roosevelt was président our navy, 
begun in the, days of Cleveland, was grow- 
ing and needed: upbuilding, and this need was 
urged ‘on Congress by the far-sighted Roose- 
vel! Hé had more to say than all other 


_ presidents put together because there was a 


greater need in his time for a strong navy 


; thet (during any other president’s  adminis- 


tration, with the exception of Lincoln’s and 
Wilson’s. ‘Wilson had a good navy, thanks 
‘to Roosevelt, when we went to war, and Lin- 
vcoln: made his navy. ‘What seems to irk ‘the 
World is that ‘the man who prepared the 
pamphlet was the accomplished son of Presi- 
det Roosevelt.

to $773,000,000. Last year’s issues rose to 


$1,300,000,000, and. this year’s will be little . 


short of $2,000,000,000. ; 

What the mortgage bankers emphasize over 
and over again is that these growing sums are 
being taken almost ‘daily from busy hands that 
produce the wealth of the country and plaeed 
in the hands of officials who simply scatter 
wealth abroad.
